“ANANTOMY OF REAGANISM: 
A WHITE UNITED FRONT” 
Part One of a Two Part Series 


Reaganism represents at the level of politics and popular 
culture an attempt to organize a rightwing “White United Front” 
on all important public policy issues of the day. This means not 
merely the abandonment of many Great Society reforms of the 
Johnson Administration, but the rewriting of the Social Contract 
between labor, management, and the state forged in the years of 
the Depression and the Second World War. Creating the fiscal 
environment essential for capital accumulation and business 
confidence involves not just the reduction of federal government 
programs in health care, public assistance, and education for 
lower income people. It demands the vigorous expropriation of 
Blacks, Latinos and a significant sector of the white working 
class from their position within the trade union movement; the 
concommitant creation of a vast, transient, unorganized labor 
pool that will be induced to shift from one low paying job to 
another; the increase in fiscal allocations for police and internal 
security forces to guarantee working class discipline and domestic 
tranquility. 

Reagan's prospective White United Front is a uniquely crafted 
coalition of small businessmen and blue collar workers, suburban 
housewives and corporate executives. Its chief characteristic is an 
economic agenda which is designed to benefit white suburban 
and rural families with incomes that exceed $30,000 annually. 
This sector of the American public comprises almost 40 percent 
of the population, and over 50 percent of the electorate. Median 
family incomes have soared from $7,500 in the mid-1960s to 
over $22,000 by 1981. This growth was an illusion, since the 
rate of inflation galloped from roughly 2 percent in 1965, 6 
percent in the early 1970s, to 12 percent in 1980. As a result, 
these families were pushed into higher tax brackets, leaving real 
aftertax income roughly identical to where it was in the mid 
1960s. Medium income families of four. for example, moved 
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from a tax rate of under 12 percent to about 18 percent from 
1965-1980, and aftertax incomes in 1981 were only slightly 
about where thev had been in 1967. 

Statistically, therefore, the relative class position of blue collar 
and clerical working people has not been altered. Nor have real 
aftertax incomes been reduced, as in the Great Depression. But 
the overwhelming majority of white middle-to-upper income 


families believe that things should be much better for themselves 
and their communities. Thus in a recent Lou Harris Poll, over 60 
percent of the “Middle Class" respondents declared that federal 
taxes and federal government spending were “major causes" for 
their “financial troubles." 56 percent felt that their "household 
income has increased slower than living costs" in the past year. 
By a margin of two to one, they support Reagan's economic 
formula of massive reductions in federal expenditures for human 
services combined with a tax cut. 

Reaganomics has made real inroads into the ranks of organized 
labor. The Professional Air Traffic Controllers Union, the 
Teamsters and the National Maritime Union endorsed Reagan 
over Carter in 1980. Now ahost of other unions, including the 
International Association of Fire Fighters and the Airline Pilots 
Association, have also backed Reagan's budget. ,. "There is a 
growing gap between the better-paid and lower-paid unions, and 
it is becoming a more difficult gap to bridge," one AFL-CIO 
leader recently commented in Business Week. Reagan's economic 
program has gained allies not only among these “professional 
unions," but among millions of blue collar workers as well. 

To comprehend adequately the meaning of Reaganomics in 
human terms, we need only consider who receives the social 
services that аге currently scheduled for “meat cleaver” 
reductions. One illustration will suffice — food stamps. 

The 1977 Food Stamp Act was designed to “permit 
low-income households to obtain а тоге nutritious diet.” 
According to the Bureau of the Census research of March, 1980, 
about 5.9 million households received food stamps in 1979. The 
median annual income of these families was a meager $5,300. 77 
percent had total money incomes below $10,000 a year. The 
average face value of food stamps received in 1979 was $810 per 
household.
